collection of numismatic book, phamphlets, auction- } 


catalogues, periodicals and dealers’ price-lists 1s atten- : 
ded with the same degree of pleausure and interest as 
thatof collecting coinsand medals themselves. No col- 
lector can become proficient in the knowledge of the in- i 
scriptions, devices, etc., of his coins without a guide- : 
book; he is continually seeking information, and would 
often buy books if he knew where hecould make pur- 
chases. Mr. Attinelli has succeeded in giving us ai 
ready reference book—-a reliable directory, contain- 
ing reports of all salesin the United States; names } 
of coin dealers who have published price-lists ; and | 
names of all coin books—authors, etc.,—and penodi- } 
cals that have been published in the United States: 
We have in the first half of the book condensed reports 
of all the sales, commencing with the first, in 1828, 
(The catalogue of which is iliustrated in photo-litho- 


graph and inserted as a frontispiece to the .00k,) and 


ending with the last sale of 1875. An interesting fea- : 
ture of the work is the biographic sketshes of most of 
our prominent numismatists, accumpanying the re-:

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THE COINAGE OF A NEW TRADE DOLLAR, 


The Economist says: ‘‘The proposition is put for- 
} ward in Germany for the coinage of a new trade dollar. 
i (handelles-plaster.) The reasons for this are forcibly 
i given by Prof. Soetbeer, of Hamburg, It seems that 
: the silver which the government will have for sale in 
large quantities during the next two or three years is 
of great fineness—gg6-r1o00, Supposing that the silver 
: which will have to be sold in the market exceeds fifteen 
i million sterling, no better market can be found than 
: the vast eastern countries which have already absorb- 
ed so much since the price of the metal began to sink, 
It will manifestly be of advantage to coin this silver, 
if it be coined, into pieces of the same degree of fine- 
: ness. Moreover, a high degree of fineness is what is 
: most prized among the Eastern mercantile communi- 
ties. A coin of high value would be appreciated, and 
: probably taken in preference to those of a lower stand- 
: ard of purity. But the experiment will have to be on 
: alarge scale; the new coins would require to be known 
: and generally circulated in China and connected mer- 
cantile district.

: The precise value of the new coin would be 40 20-49 
to a kilogramme of fine silver, and the fineness would 
begg5-1000.

995-1000 fine. The mint.charge would be only one- 
half per cent. The main difference between the pro- 
posed new coin and the American trade dollar would 
be that while new coin would contain the above pro- 
portion of fine silver, the trade dollar is only 900-1000 

fine; and a further advantage to coin lies in the fact 
that the mint-charge is only one-half per cent., while 
that of the trade dollar is as muchas one and a quarter.
